for admission to bail. Jerome's appear- 
ance marked the last of the oral argu- 
ments in the case in New Hampshire. 

Jerome asked for permission to file 
supplementary briefs and was given 10 
days in which to do so. Thaw’s counsel 
will reply within ten days thereafter. 
Judge Aldrich then will render his de- 
cision and an appeal will be taken by 
one side or the other to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

Pending Judge Aldrich’s decision, 
Thaw will remain here in the same cus- 
tody as for the past six months. 

The new briefs will have to do with}. 
the question of the absolute or discre- 
tionary right to admit Thaw to bail, 
and whether he has lost that right by 
electing to use the process of habeas 
corpus. The Court also instructed that 
ithe further question of the right to bail 
of a nondangerous man under habeas 
corpus proceedings be discussed, 

Jerdme set forth the grounds on 
which New “York asks the return of 
Thaw to that State to answer to the 
charge of conspiracy in escaping from 
the Matteawan Hospital for the Crim- 
inal Insane. 

Thaw’s counsel, headed by William A.

Comptroller Player reported Friday 
night to the House of Delegates the 
status of bridge bonds and the amount 
of interest daily which the city is pay- 
ing on outstanding bridge bonds, in re- 
sponse to a resolution adopted last 
Tuesday by the House. 

The report stated that of the $3,500,000 
of bonds originally sold, $272,000 "had 
been retired and $3,228,000 of bonds were 
outstanding on which the daily interest 
at 4 per cent was $358.70; that there 
was to the credit of the sinking fund 
to retire these bonds, $378,000, on which 
the city received interest from the of- 
ficial depositories of $81.50 daily, and 
that the net loss per day on account 
of interest paid upon bridge bonds after 
deducting the interest’ earned by the 
sinking fund was $327.17 per day. 

The estimate that the bridge was cost- 
ing $876 a day was made for the Post- 
Dispatch by Deputy Comptroller Gunn, 
who took into account both the interest 
on the bridge bonds already sold, and 
the amount of money set apart each 
year to redeem the bonds. The sinking 
fund amounts to about $175,000 a year, 
almost $500 a day, which, with the in- 
terest on the bridge bonds, brought 
the total cost to taxpayers up to $875 a 
day.

Leader of House Combine, De- 
spite This Sentiment, Leads 
in Support of A. & M. Grab. 


The Fourth Ward is represented in 
the House of Delegates by James J. 
(Jiggers) Gallagher. Gallagher is a 
Democrat, and is a commission mer- 
chant at Fourth and Morgan streets. 
He resides at 1525 Cass avenue. 

Gallagher is considered the leader of 
the House combine of 17 Democrats and 
five Republicans, which is obstructing 
action to complete the freg bridge. He 
has been spokesman on the floor and 
in committee meetings for the promot- 
ers of the A. & M. grab, and has in- 
sisted on refusing a hearing to the 
business interests of the city, which 
are a unit in demanding the bitilding 
of the Reber approach:

FOR A NEW TRIAL! 


Supreme Court Holds Fact That 
Bloodhounds Trailed Alleged 
Slayer Is Not Evidence. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 21.—Ray 
Pfanschmidt, convicted in the Adams 
County Circuit Court of a quadruple 


murder, won in the Supreme Court ‘v- 
Gay when the lower court's findings 
Were reversed on a writ of error. 

He will have a new trial. 

One of the points which won a new 
trial for the defendant was the decision 
by the upper codrt thatthe conclusions 
ef bloodhounds were too unreliable to 
be accepted as evidence. ° 

Bloodhounds taken to the acene of the 
crime were said to have followed a trail 
to Pfanschmidt’s home. The trial court 
admitted evidence of the trailing by the 
dogs. The admission of this testimony. 
was held’ by the upper court to be 
error. 

Improper Evidence Admitted. 

Statements made to Pfanschmidt by the 
Sheriff and detectives while he was in 
jail and to which he made no denial 
were excluded as improper by the re- 
viewing tribunal, which also objected 
to parts of the testimony of the grand- 
father of the young man, holding that 
his statements should not have been al- 
lowed to go before the jury. 

The opinion was written by Justice 
Carter, who held that the defendant 
should have been granted. a change of 
venue from Adams County “to some 
county where prejudice did not exist.” 

The Supreme Court ordered the trial 
court to grant a motion to this effect 
in the next trial. 

The plea of the defendant that. he 
should have been set at liberty because 
he was not tried within four months of 
the date of his CORON was denied 
by the court. 

Pfanschmidt is charges with one of 
thé most gruesome crimes ever commit- 
ted in Illinois. Four persons, Charles 
Pfanschmidt, father of the accused; Ma.- 
thilda Pfanschmidt, his mother; Blanche 
Pfanschmidt, a sister, and Miss Emma 
Kaempen, a school teacher boarding 
with the Pfanschmidts, were found dead 
in the ashes of a fire that- destroyed 
their home 11 miles southeast of Quincy 
on Sept. 29, 1912.

Langenberg Brothers Sue Five 
Rail Lines for $10,000 Loss. 
and Seek Triple Payment. 


The first individual suit to collect re- 
funds and damages for railroad freight 
charges in excess of the rates estab- 
lished by ‘the Missouri Legislature in 
1908, .was filed in St. Louis Saturday by 
H. F. Langenberg and C. H. Langen- 
berg, doing business as Langenberg 
Bros. & Co., grain dealers, in the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Building. 

The defendants in the suit are ths 
Wabash, Rock Island, Missouri Pa. 
cific, Burlington and M. K. & T. rail- 
roads. 

It is alleged that on grain shipments 
from various Missouri points since 190) 
the Langenberg firm has paid these 
railroads $10,000 in excess rates. . Under 
the law the firm claims triple damage: 
amounting to $30,000 

There are 227 counts against the Mis- 
souri Pacific, 150 against the M., K. & 
T., 47 against the Wabash, 46 against 
the Burlington and 9 against the Rock 
Island. 

Attorney Joseph S. McIntyre, who filed 
the suit, said that while Attorney-Gen- 
eral Barker had brought action against 
several railroads on behalf of the State, 
‘Saturday's proceeding was the first in 
Missouri undertaken by an individual 
firm of shippers. 

Each count in the petition sets forth 
a specific shipment of grain for which 
the railroads charged the old rate while 
their injunction suits were pending in 
the United States Courts. It is alleged

Attitude Toward Repeal-of Ex- 
emption Clause Is Changed 
Within the Week. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—President 
Wilson is making a winning fight for 
the repeal.of that clause in the Panama 
Canal act which exempts American 
coastwise vessels from the payment of 
tolls. 

Twelve Senators who were either op- 
posed to repealing the exemption clause, 
or non-committal, on the subject last 
Monday, have been converted by the 
President. They now favor legislation 
which would place the commerce of all 
nations on a footing of equality. 

It is necessary for the President to ob- 
tain only 11 more Senators to make the 
execution of his policy effective. A care- 
ful poll of the Senate today demonstrat- 
ed that 12 more Senators are now co- 
operating with the President than the 
aggregate support given him last Mon- 
day.

PLANS FOR UPPER 
RIVER ARE UPSET 


Secretary Garrison Presents Re- 
port for 8-Foot Depth, Re- 
jecting Deeper Waterway. 


—— 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—It seemed 


certain that there would be no action in 
Congress at this session on Secretary 
Garrison’s recommendation for Federal 
co-operation in the proposed lakes-to- 
the-gulf waterway project by opening 
an eight-foot channel in the Mississippi 
and Illinois rivers from Utica, IIL, to 
St. Louis, Mo., in conjunction with 
waterway improvements proposed by 
the State of Illinois from Utica north to 
the lakes. 

Members of the Rivers and Harbors 
Committee said because of the pressure 
of legislation at this session of Con- 
gress, Garrison’s report submitted yes- 
terday would probably be held until the 
December session for consideration. 

The attention of the committee was 
today fixed on its annual appropriation 
bill which wag rapidly nearing comple- 
tion. The expectation was that it would 
be introduced in the House either late 
today or Monday. 

Blow to 14-Feet Pians. 

The recommendations of Secretary 
Garrison were transmitted with the re- 
port of special board of army engineers 
in which the project for a 14-foot water- 
way as urged by the Lakes-to-the-Guif 
Deep Waterway Association, again is 
rejected by the engineers. On this 
point the board takes so emphatic a 
stand that the 14-foot scheme is re- 
garded as dead, for many years at least.

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PETITIONS DENIED 
“BY POLICE BOARD 
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The Board of Police Commissioners, 
after considering three petitions asking 
for the revocation of the order abol- 
ishing the segregated vice district by 
March 1, refused Friday to revoke the 
order, despite a strong appeal by form- 
er Lieutenant-Governor Charles P.

ATTACKED BY RATS 
INDUSTRIAL HOME 


Rodents Climb on Beds and Bite 
Lads; Officials Unable to 
Drive Out Animals. 


Michael Larkin, 
Lawrence Osborne, 7 years old, in- 
mates of the Industrial Home at 
4036 Virginia avenue, have been at- 
tacked and bitten by rats during the 
past week, while sleeping in the dor- 
mitory, and the officers and inmates 
of the institution have been various- 
ly annoyed by the invasion of the 
rodents in large numbers. 

Last Monday night the Larken boy 
awoke screaming and fighting. When 
other children ran to his bed a soft 
thud as of a body striking the floor wus 
heard and an enormous gray rat ran 
for a hole in the wall. The lights were 
turned on and it was. found that the 
boy had been badly bitten on the fore- 
head. A large welt had risen and the 
wound was bleeding. 

“We are suffering from an. epidemic 
of rats,” said Superintendent J. W: 
Majo~ to a.reporter. “We have spent 
a great deal of time, money and energy 
trying to get rid of them, but as fast 
as we kill them off the supply is re- 
plenished from the surrounding neigh- 
borhood. We are using poison and set- 
ting traps for them, but the buildings 
are.very old and seem to be full of 
them.” 

Lawrence Osborne, who was attacked 
and bitten by a rat while asleep one 
night last week, has been placed in a 
St.. Louls County home. } 
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for power dams across the Mississippi 
River at Jefferson Barracks and Com- 
merce, Mo., is also dealt with by the re- 
port. Such dams, the engineers say 
would cost $428,000,000, or more than the 
Panama Canal and would not produce 
more than 260,000 electric horse-power. 

Rejection of the proposal to build the 
dam is in the following language: 

‘‘As the dams proposed by the Lakes* 
to-the-Gulf Deep Waterway Associat- 
tion would raise extreme flood levels 
three feet or more at St. Louis, and as 
the power at both dams would fail at 
the bank-full stage, as the cost of con- 
struction would far exceed the highest 
figure at which water power.can suc- 
cessfully compete with steam power, 
and, as the greater depths which the 
dams would create are not needed for 
navigation, this plan is without justi- 
fication.”’ 


Route of the 8-Foot Channel. 
It is recommended that the 8-foot 
channel follow the route selected for 
the 14-foot waterway, and reach the 
Gulf by way of the Chicago drainage 
canal, the Des Plaines River, the IIlli- 
nois River and the Mississippi River. 

As approved, the 8-foot scheme re- 
quires that the State of Illinois’ build 
the link from Lockport to Utica at-a 
cost of approximately $20,000,000. The 
Government would take up the. work 
at Utica. . 

Illinois already has authorized a $20,- 
000,000 bond issue to cover the cost of 
the Lockport-Utica stretch.

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OBSTACLES TO A CITY’S GROWTH. 

If St. Louis drops to the fifth or sixth place in 
the census of 1920 it will not be due to that ideal- 
ism which is striving to make the city beautiful 
and healthful, but to that greed which has so 
often laid its stunting grip upon the promotion 
of industries. Illiberal banking, with its back 
door companies and tin box adjuncts, has checked 
‘development of concerns that contained the ele- 
ments of growth, loaded them with debt through 
excessive cost of accommodations and frightened 
away concerns that lacked only proper encourage- 
ment to develop large trade. 

There was a time when St. Louis led the coun- 
try in the manufacture of street cars; but greedy 
hands reduced this industry to insignificance. 
There was a time when St. Louis might have de- 
veloped large automobile factories, but her bank- 
ers looked upon those who begged them for long 
lines of credit as wildcat chasers. Detroit and 
Cleveland profited by this and grew tremendously 
while St. Louis grew slowly. Detroit won from 
us not only in the automobile competition, but 
also took, bag and baggage, a great industry 
which in its new field—sustained and fostered by 
liberal banking—has grown greater. 

Any vacant buildings in St. Louis can be rented 
today if the landlords will observe the basic law 
of trade—supply and demand. Prices for all 
goods are made by this law and any attempt to 
violate it to secure an excess price meets with 
the natural penalty of no trade. But landlords 
are too greedy and demand prices which traders 
will not pay as long as they can do business more 
cheaply elsewhere. There is not a vacancy of 
long standing in St. Louis that is not an adver- 
tisement of greed that blocks business and pro- 
gress. 


QUEER CITY ACCOUNTING.

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POLICE AS DEBT COLLECTORS.
